C3J0SSARY OSGANIZATICW: 

The glossary is divided into six major categories: BODY PARTS, BODY 
FUNCTIONS, BODY CONDITIONS, DISEASES, TREATMENT and MEDICINE. The BODY 
PARTS category includes the head, upper appendages, torso, internal 
structures, lower appendages, general body terms and fluids. 

In some cases a term may be found in more than one category, e.g. 
kabit 'to be deformed; crippled; lame' is a body condition, but it may also 
be categorized under disease if the condition has been caused by a disesise. 
It should be noted here that the DISEASE category includes disease 
vectors, such as Tikop 'snake'. The TREATMENT category includes what is 
being treated as well as the treatment. 



GLOSSES . English and Thai glosses are given for all the entries. 
These glosses reflect the meaning of the Kensiw terms as can best be 
expressed in English and in Thai. Occasionally the grammatical forms which 
express these meanings in Thai and English may differ scwiewhat between the 
Thai and English glosses.
